The piling np of snow 
could not in ono year cause such* a 
j marked increase in the rate of flow as 
would he necessary to account for the 
enormous increase in the number of ice¬ 
bergs which appear from time to time. 
It; is obvious that there must be a force 
sufficient to break off the icebergs which 
are slowly forming on the shore and to 
do it at irregular periods separated by 
many years, and in Mr. Russell’s opin¬ 
ion the true cause is found in the volca¬ 
noes of the antarctic continent. 

When these burst forth in' eruption, 
and by that act shake the foreshores, 
the icebergs; are broken off from the gla¬ 
ciers. This; view is to some extent con¬ 
firmed by the report of the United 
States hydrographic, office on the float¬ 
ing Ice seen during 1892 and 1893 in the 
south Atlantic east of Cape Horn. In 
that report it Is stated that; the icebergs 
were of such size that they could not 
have been formed on small, low lying 
islands, but only on a largo continent, 
where glaciers of great height could 
form.—Pittsburg Dispatch.,
